irsi, That the causes npon which seid contest is based, 
clearly show that the Hon Jesus Sandoval was elected by the 
votes of 139 Indians, which, in the opmion of the committee 
are illegal votes, as the Indians are prohibited from voting by 
the Sth section of the Organic Law of this Territory, and the 
same Organic Law and the Election Law of this Territory de- 
clare that the free, white, male citizens of the United States, only, 
oe to vote; and who will say that the ladians are white 
males ? 
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Second, The same docaments upon which Mr Miguel Mon- 
toys, bases hes right to the sent now oeeupied by the Hon Jesus 
Sandoval, clearly show that the votes of the 39 Indiana were 
not received on tho same day of the election, but were fraudu- 
Jentiv introduced on the day attertho election. Supposing even 
the votes uf the Indians to be legal, this circumstance alone 
would make them egal, 

For the reasons above stated, the committee recommend that 
the House ador t the ullowing resolution :

The undersiznal, members of a committee to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Miguel Monteva, contesting the seat of the 
Tien Jesus Sandeval, respectinliy report: 


That after dug dehberation and consi leration of all the points 
in dispute in said contest, thoy have arrived_at the opinion that 
the said curtestunt is net entitled to the seat claimed by hin, 
but that the present occupant is elected by a majority of the 
qualified voters of the county of Santa Ana, and is entitled to re- 
tain his seat as the representative from said conncy in this body. 

Tue present occupant, Ilon Jesus Sandoval, has the certifleate 
of clechon fom sant county, and prima facia, a majority of the 
legal votes were east jor him at the Sept. election past. 

Miguel Muntora contends that he sent the Hon Jesus Sando- 
val s notice that he would conte~t his seat in this body, aml ac- 
conpanving his petition we iud a notice signed by said Montoya, 
and a cvrtifieate of one Guon that he delivered a copy of the no- 
tice fo suid Sandeval. There is ne other proof of service what- 
socver. In our epinion the said Montoya if he be entitled to 
make use of said notice in this body, should Agre proven before 
the justices of the peace that a cops of the notice was served by 
sali Guon on sail Sandoval. 

We assert that there is no evidenco that Sandoval was served 
with the said notice, and therefore that no testimony taken by 
the justices in conseyuence of sail nutice is legal evidence 
and cannot be received either by the committee or by this House. 
It dues not appear that Saudoval appeared at the taking of the 
depositions; nor, as we before remarked, that there was any 
service of the notice. This being the cuse, them there can be no 
evntest, as the notice, and the serving of the same, are prelimi- 
nary requisites tu a contest. 


But independent of the lack of proof as to service of the notice, 
the undersigned believe that no good reason exists why the said 
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Montoya should iake the seat of Sandoval. The notice sets 
forth as the gronnd of the contest is that 143 Votes received by 
Sandoval, were the votes of 140 Pueblo Indians, of the prebles 
of Zils enl Jemez. The declarations of the witnesses prove 
these were votes of Indians, and nise thet they were received the 
day subsequent to the election. We contend that the proof af 
the reception of said votes the next dav after the election is ir- 
yelavant to the issne, and is not legal evidence, becanse that fact 
was not set forth in the notice as the eronnd of the illegality of 
said votes, and the law is expre-s and clear, that neither the 
justices ef the peace nor the Lagislature can receive any evi- 
dence exveept what refers to the points specified in the notice, 
ses see. OL of eluction law, and also sec. 54 of same Jaw, which 
declares thatthe persen contesting shall in his notice specity the 
names of ihe voters whose votes are objceted to, and the grounds 
upon which the ilegality isturnded. Therefore the justiees erred 
jn ieceiving of any other exept the fact of 140 voters being In- 
dians, and the Leyislatnre can receive no other. The only gues- 
tion then thet the louse can jake inte consideration upon the 
evidence and law. is, whether or not the Pueblo Indians have 
the right to vote. — 

The undersigned are of the opinion tnat they have that right, 
and now proceed to show the reasons for that opinion. 

Aceording to the Organic Law of this Teritory, whieh is the 
supreme law, every white male inhabitant over the age of DL 
years, had the right to vote at the first election, but the Legis- 
jature had the right to prescribe the qualifications of voters and 
of holding cice, provided that the right of suffrage and of hold- 
ing office shall be evereised only by citizens of the United States, 
including those recognized as citizens by the treaty with the 
Republic uf Mexico, concluded the 24 day af February 1349, 
see sec G6 of the Organie Law. In tlis there is no exelusion ef 
Indians, but an express declaraticn of the rieht of suifiage and 
of holding of office, of those eitizens of the United States who 
were recognized as soch by sand treaty, 


Who dues the treaty recognize as citizens? Section S of the 
teaty declares that those who shall prefer to remain in the said 
Territories may either retain the title and rights of Mexican cit- 
izens or acquire those of citizens of the United States, ant the 
said section declares that if they do nut make their election in 
one year, they shall be considered to have elected to become eit- 
izens ofthe United States. Section 9 ofthe treaty guarantees that 
they shall be admitted as soon as possible to all the rights of cit- 
izens of the United States.

OF THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. Ile shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceeding day ; 
shall immediately call the members to order; and, on the ap- 
pearance of the majority, shall cause the journal of the preceding 
day to be read. «RB 

9. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak as to - 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from his 
seat for that purpose; and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the House by any two members, on 
which appeal no member shall speak more than once, unless by 
leave of the House. - 
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3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit, ‘as 
many as are of the opinion that (as the ease or question may 
be), say aye,” and after the affirmation is expressed,—“‘as many 
as are of the contrary opinion, say no.” Ifthe Speaker doubts, 
or a division be called for, the House shall divide; those in the 
affirmative on the qnestion shall first rise from their seats, and 
afterwards those in the negative. If the Speaker still doubts, 
or a count be required, the Speaker shall direct the clerk to tell 
the votes, which being reported, he shall rise and state the de- 
cision of the House. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and comect the journal before 
it is read; he shall have a general direction of the Hall; he 
shall have the right to name any member in the absence of the 
Speaker pro tem., to perform the duties of the chair, but such 
substitation shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

6. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless 
otherwise directed by the Ilouse, in which case they shall 
be appointed by ballot; and if upon such ballot, the member re- 
quired shal! not be clected by a majority of the vetes given, the 
House shal! proceed to a second ballot, in which a plurality of 
votes shall prevail; and in case a greater number than is re- 
quired to compose or complete a committee shall have an equal 
paper of votes, the House shall picceed to further ballot or 

allots. 

T. In all other cases of ballot than for committees, s majority 
of the votes given shall be necessary to an election ; and where 
there shall be no such majority on the first ballot, the ballot 
shall be repeated uetil a majority shall be obtained. 

8. In all cases of ballot, or when the ayes and noes shall be 
taken by the House, the Speaker shall vote ; in other cases he 
shall not vote unless the Jouse is equally divided. or unless his 
vote, if given to the minority, will make the division equal, and 
in case of such equal division, the question shall be lost. 

9, In all cases where other than members of the House may 
be elligible to an office by the election of the Honse, there shall 
be a previous nomination. i 

10. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed 


‘by the Speuker ; and all writs, warrants, and subpoenas issued by 


oider of the House, shall be under his hand, and attested by 
the clerk, 

11. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
galleries er lobby, or other place in hearing of the House, the 
Speaker, or chairman of the cummittee of the whole House, 
shall have power to order the same to be cleared, or the arrest 
of the disorderly persons ; and in all such cases, the offender 
may be bfought before the bar of the House, and punished by 
tine or imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of the House ; 
and all such sentences shall be executed by the sergeant-at-arms, 
under the direction of the Speaker. 
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12. Stenographers wishing to take down the debates may be 
admitted by the Speaker, who shall assign such places to them 
on the floor or elsewhere, to effect their object, as shall not in- 
terfere with the conveniences of the House.

ON COMMITTEES OF THE WHOLE. 


59. It shall bein order throughout the session, for the House 
to resolve itself into a committee of the whole House. 

60. In forming a committee of the whole Honse, the Speaker 
shall leave his chair, and a chairman to preside in committee 
shall be appointed by the Speaker. - 

61. The rules of the House, so far as applicable, shall be ob- . 
served in committee of the whole. 

Upon bills committed to a committee of the whole House, the 
bill shall be first read throughout by the clerk, and then again 
read and debated by section, leaving the preamble to be last 
considered ; the body of tne bill shall not be defaced or interlined, 
but all amendments, noting the page and line, shall be duly en- 
tered by the clerk on a separate paper, if the same be agreed to 
by the committee, and so reported to the House; after report, 
the bill shall again be subject to be debated and amended by_ 
sections, before a question to engross if be taken. 

82. Nostanding rule or order of the House shall be rescinded 
or changed withont one day's notice be given of the motion 
thereof, nor shall any rule be suspended, except by the vote of at 
least two thirds of the members present, nor shall the order of 
business, as established by the rules of the Elouse, be postponed 
or changed, except by a vote of at least two thirds of the mem- 
bers piesent.
